President  Harris  Paves  Way  to  Action  Tt'at  In- 
creases V alue  of  Activity  Card 


Students  may  now  gain  admittance ’free  on  their  activity  cards 
to  six  university  plays. 

This  unprecedented  concession  was  decided  upon  in  a meeting 
Tuesday  night  of  student  body  officers,  speech  department  heads, 
Treasurer  E.  H.  Holt,  K.  B.  Sauls  and  President  F.  S.  Harris. 

This  new  policy  will  see  its  initiation  Thursday  night  when  stu- 
dent activity  cards  will  be  honored

for  entrance  into  the  annual  fall  com- 
edy, ‘The  Torch  Bearers.”  The  play 
will  be  repeated  Friday  night  to  ac- 
commodate all  the  members  of  the 
student  body  who  wish  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  privilege. 

To  have  seats  reserved  in  advance 
for  these  nights  a price  of  20  cents 
will  be  charged  holders  of  student 
cards.  The  general  public  will  be 
charged  40  cents  for  reserved  seats 
and  30  cents  for  general  admission. 

The  making  of  plays  a student  ac 
tivity  was  suggested  by  last  year’s 
council.  The  idea  met  the  approval  of 
the  present  council,  which  presented 
a resolution  to  the  administration  to 
that  efect.  President  Harris  impressed 
by  the  possibility  - of  increasing  stu- 
dent activity  card  value,  called  the 
meeting  and  suggested  the  means 
whereby  the  proposition  materialized. 

This  move  changes  the  status  of  the 
plays  from  a departmental  to  a stu- 
dent body  activity.  The  speech  depart 
ment  will,  however,  continue  to  direct 
the  plays,  and  promises  the  student 
body  a continuation  of  the  high  qual 
ity  productions  of  the  past. 

In  addition  to  the  fall  comedy,  the 
following  will  be  included  in  the  rep- 
ertoire of  student  body  plays:  Alumni 
play,  January  18  and  19;  competitive 
play,  “The  Little  Clay  Cart,”  Febru- 
ary 8 and  9;  Theta  Alpha  Phi  play, 
March  8 and  9;  All  Boys’  show,  April 
12  and  13,  and  Girls’  day  play.  May  2 
and  3.  Since  proceeds  from  the  Sen- 
ior play,  “The  Ghost  Train,’’  will  go 
toward  the  senior  project,  it  was  not 
included.

Of  Heart  Attack 


JENSEN  ANNONNCES 


Lloyd  Williams,  34,  student  of  Brig- 
ham Young  university,  and  well  known 
pianist  and  organist  of  Provo,  was 
found  dead  in  his  bath  on  the  third 
floor  of  the  Hotel  Roberts  at  3:30 
p.  111.  Friday,  October  27  by  employes 
of  the  hotel. 

Doctors  declared  he  had  died  of  a 
heart  attack.  Willhims  was  born  at 
Lake  View  April  24,  1899.  He  was  a 
member  of  Provo  post  No.  13,  Ameri- 
can Legion.  He  was  the  organist  in 
the  Fifth  ward  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

He  had  worked  at  the  Lewis  Ladies’ 
store  until  a month  ago.  when  he  quit 
to  complete  his  musical  studies  at  the 
university. 

Funeral  services  were  held  Monday 
at  1 p.  m.  in  the  First  ward  chapel. 

Dr.  Franklin  Madsen,  professor  of 
music  at  the  university,  was  one  of  the 
main  speakers.  Dr.  Madsen  brought 
ogt  the  fact  that  Williams  was  an  A 
student,  and  he  showed  examples  of 
some  of  the  neat  work  Lloyd  had  done 
for  his  classes.  He  said  Lloyd  al- 
ways did  more  than  he  was  asked  to 
do.

Larger  Book,  Free  Individual

“A  democratic  year  book,  with  a 
modernistic  theme  is  the  slogan  of  the 
Banyon  staff  this  year,”  declared  Ralph 
Jensen,  when  interviewed  Wednesday. 
The  ’34  Banyan  is  to  be  snappy,  yet 
artistic  and  refined,  in  contrast  to  the 
conservatism  of  last  year’s  book.  It  is 
to  be  a larger  book,  it  was  decided  by 
a vote  of  the  student  body,  being  9 by 
12  inches,  and  will  cost  the  purchaser 
$3.50. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  Mr.  Jensen  has 
secured  work  in  Ogden  for  the  remain- 
der of  this  quarter,  Otto  Done  has 
been  appointed  associate  editor,  and 
will  work  in  his  stead.  However, 
Ralph  will  take  care  of  the  art  work, 
and  will  return  next  quarter. 

Individual  pictures  are  to  be  taken 
gratis,  so  there  is  no  excuse  for  a 
person  not  having  his  picture  in  the 
Banyan.  There  is  one  qualification  to 
make  in  regard  to  this,  however.  That 
is,  that  for  any  additional  pose,  75 
cents  will  be  charged. 

The  inside  page  of  the  front  cover 
will  consist  of  a picture  of  the  sta- 
dium and  Timpanogos  mountain  drawn 
in  three  colors.  The  inside  page  of 
the  back  cover  will  have  upon  it  a 
picture  of  Utah  lake.  These  two  pic- 
tures represent  the  two  extremities  of 
the  B.  Y.  campus. 

Individual  pictures  are  to  be  taken 
from  November  10  to  December  8,  at 
the  Larsen  studio  on  University  ave- 
nue. A definite  statement  as  to  when 
unit,  club  and  class  pictures  are  to  be 
taken  will  be  posted  later.  Those 
students  beginning  school  the  winter 
quarter  will  have  a one  week’s  period 
to  get  their  pictures  taken.  Approxi- 
mately 20  salesmen  will  be  detailed  to 
contact  personally  every  student  in 
school.

and  division  assistant  of  the  Carnegie  Endowment  for  International 
Peace,  arrived  yesterday  to  take  general  charge  of  the  conference.. 
C.  Douglas  Booth,  Canadian  economist,  and  authority  on  Balkan 
affairs,  will  speak  at  the  banquet  to- 
night. Dr.  Elbert  D.  Thomas,  United 
States  senator  from  Utah,  will  be  the 
principal  speaker  at  the  public  assem- 
bly, which  will  be  held  tonight  at  8 
o’clock  in  College  hall. 

Harris  Welcomes  Delegates 
The  opening  meeting  took  place  this 
morning  at  9:30.  Miss  Jones  was  the 
principal  speaker.  Dr.  F.  S.  Harris, 
president  of  the  B.  Y.  U.,  welcomed 
the  delegates,  and  William  C.  Carr, 
president  of  the  local  I.  R.  C.  chapter, 
extended  greetings.  Robert  Baldwin, 
representative  of  the  University  of 
Wyoming,  accepted  the  welcome  on 
behalf  of  the  delegates. 

Two  round  table  discussions  fea- 
tured the  next  sesion.  In  one,  on 
“World  Economic  Recovery,”  a dele- 
gate of  the  University  of  Utah  gave 
a ten-minute  paper  on  “Barriers  to  In- 
ternational Trade.”

There  is  a courtesy  and  dignity  in 
the  bearing  of  D.r.  Christen  Jen- 
sen that  makes  one  instinctively  ad- 
mire him.  He  is  a man  who  has  de- 
voted a great  part  of  his  life  to  an 
assimilation  of  knowledge.  Through 
it  all  he  radiates  an  engaging  poise 
and  friendliness. 

He  was  born  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
Utah,  and  early  cultivated  a taste  for 
music,  which  he  has  satisfied  by  pro- 
ficiency on  the  piano,  organ  and  ac- 
cordion. 

He  told  an  amusing  story  of  a fisli- 
ing  trip  he  took  when  a boy.  The 
mules  with  characteristic  stubborn- 
ness decided  that  paralysis  was  a con- 
venient ailment  and  stopped  in  the 
middle  of  the  road.  The  boys  pro- 
ceeded to  build  a fire  beneath  them, 
and  the  mules  obligingly  moved  on — 
but  only  far  enough  to  place  the  wagon 
over  the  flames.

They  were  married, 
and  he  continued  his  schooling  at 
Harvard,  receiving  his  M.  A.  degree 
and  came  to  Provo  in  1908.  In  1921 
he  secured  his  Ph.

He  has  secured  a fund  of  knowledge 
that  especially  fits  him  for  his  posi- 
tion as  faculty  adviser  of  the  Inter- 
national Relations  club.  At  the  in- 
ception of  the  club  two  years  ago, 
he  was  chosen  for  this  work,  and  has 
very  capably  handled  it.  He  was,  in 
fact,  instrumental  in  bringing  the  I. 
R.  C.  to  Brigham.  Young  university. 

In  his  trip  to  Europe  he  was  espe 
dally  interested  in  visiting  the  seats 
of  government  in  the  varioiis  coun- 
tries. His  interests  in  this  line  took 
him  to  the  League  of  Nations  at  Ge- 
neva, Switzerland,  the  World  Court 
at  The  Hague  in  Holland,  at  Pans 
the  senate  and  chamber  of  deputies 
and  the  parliament  in  London.

Cougars  Determined  to  Score  Win  Over  Denver 
University  in  First  Gri'l 
Encounter 


History  will  be  made  when  the  Y's  Coug’ars  meet  Denver  uni- 
versity in  the  Pioneer  stadium  Saturday.  It  will  be  the  first  time 
Brigham  Young  has  ever  played  the  Denver  school.

Jensen,  for  the  Colorado  capital, 
Maurice  Jones,  sports  editor,  will  rep- 
resent the  Y News  at  the  game. 

The  Cougars  realize  this  is  their  big 
test.  Denver  U.  is  leading  the  confer- 
ence scramble,  with  three  wins,  one 
tie  and  no  losses. 
They  have  defeated 
Colorado  Mines,  19 
to  7 : Utah  Aggies, 
12  to  0:  Colorado 
college,  31  to  0,  and 
played  a scoreless 
tie  with  Colorado 
Agricultural  college. 

The  Denver  school 
showed ' exceptional 
strength  in  pushing  over  Colorado  col- 
lege last  Saturday,  31  to  0.  The  Pio- 
neers used  two  complete  sets  of  backs 
in  the  game,  both  of  which  functioned 
effectively  and  smoothly.  The  line  was 
strong,  with  Barton  and  Cavarra, 
guards,  bulwarks  of  strength. 

The  appearance  of  Red  Richardson 
in  a uniform  Wednesday  afternoon 
caused  the  Y stock  to  go  up  a few 
points.  Richardson  has  not  been  able 
to  play  since  he  was  injured  in  the  B. 
Y.  U.-Marine  game  at  San  Diego  on 
September  23.  Although  Coach  Rom- 
ney did  not  commit  himself  as  to 
whether  Richardson  would  be  used  in 
the  big  game,  two  things  were  cer- 
tain— Richardson  will  make  the  trip, 
and  if  he  gets  into  the  game,  the  Mor- 
mon university  will  have  two  of  the 
outstanding  tackles  in  the  conference. 
Captain  Hap  Nisonger,  who  plays 
tackle,  has  been  picked  by  many  grid- 
iron critics  as  all-conference  material 
this  year,  and  the  two  players  are  like 
peas  in  a pod,  as  far  as  comparative 
strength  is  concerned. 

Warner  Stands  Out 

Max  Warner  is  another  Cougar 
linesman  whose  ability  is  often  over- 
looked, yet  he  has  it  just  the  same. 
Warner  is  considered  as  one  of  the 
best  blockers  on  the  Y squad,  and  his 
defensive  playing  is  just  as  effective. 
Dewey  Favero  will  likely  start  at  the 
other  guard  position,  along  with  War- 
ner, while  Glen  Tucker  will  be  at  cen- 
ter. Both  of  these  men  are  capable 
linesmen,  with  considerable  experience. 
At  end  the  Denver  men  will  find 
defensive  strength  to  a certain  extent, 
it  is  their  offensive  that  really  makes 
them  a strong  ball  club.  Led  by 
“Phantom”  Pete  Wilson,  who  has  al- 
ready attracted  all-American  attention 
this  year,  the  Mormons  have  an  of- 
fense that  resembles  the  Denver  sys- 
tem more  than  any  other  team  in  the 
conference. 

Excellent  Passer 

The  Cougars  have  a passing  attack 
that  is  seldom  equaled  by  a confer- 
ence team.  With  Frank  LaComb, 
quarterback;  Wilson  and  Hutchinson,' 
halfbacks,  and  Millet,  fullback,  all  of 
whom  can  heave  passes  and  snare  them 
as  well,  to  say  nothing  of  the  two 
galloping  ends  who  reach  for  them  at 
•any  position,  the  Denver  team  should 
find  plenty  to  worry  about. 

But  the  Cougars  are  not  resting  en- 
tirely on  their  passing  attack,  as  they 
too  have  some  brilliant  open  field  run- 
ners and  some  line  smashers.  They 
also  are  favored  to  excel  the  Pioneers 
when  it  comes  to  punting.  Wilson 
can  kick  high,  wide  and  handsome — 
as  the  Utes  can  testify  this  year.  On 
three  different  ocasions  in  the  Cou- 
gar-Ute  game,  Wilson  punted  to  the 
Utes’  two-yard  line,  and  the  Y gained 
many  yards  through  the  exchange  of 
punts.  Wilson's  punts  are  high  enough 
so  that  the  Cougar  ends  and  other 
defensive  players  can  get  down  the 
field  in  time  to  stop  the  ball  receiver 
before  he  gains  much  ground. 

No  Changes 

There  are  no  changes  contemplated 
in  the  Cougar  lineup  by  Coach  Rom- 
ney. Gillespie  and  Oaks  will  start  at 
end;  Griffith  and  Nisonger,  tackles; 
Warner  and  Favero,  guards,  and  Tuck- 
er, center.  The  stellar  backfield  is 
composed  of  Wilson,  LaComb,  Hutch- 
inson and  Millet. 

Aware  that  they  still  have  a mathe- 
matical possibility  of  winning  the  con- 
ference championship,  the  Cougars  do 
not  intend  to  sacrifice  this  chance  by 
losing  to  the  Colorado  team.

The  Cougars  and  the  Utes  will  be  at 
it  again  tomorrow  afternoon  in  the  Y 
stadium.  Kittens  and  Papooses  will 
be  taking  the  field  in  place  of  the  full- 
fledged  warriors,  but  that  fact  will  not 
make  the  battle  less  furious,  nor  a vic- 
tory less  important  in  the  of  the 
participants. 

All  of  which  goes  to  say  that  the  an- 
nual gridiron  clash  between  the  fresh- 
men teams  of  the  U.  of  U.  and  B.  Y.  U. 
will  take  place  at  2 p.  m.  tomorrow 
on  the  local  field. 

Little  is  known  of  the  comparative 
strength  of  the  two  teams,  but  an  in- 
teresting encounter  is  expected.  Coach 
Buck  Dixon  believes  his  team  to  be  on 
a part  with  any  past  first-year  squad 
at  the  Y.  Co-captains  Cook  and  Dur- 
rant,  along  with  Wheeler,  Woodward 
and  Deb  Johnson,  have  headed  a long 
list  of  excellent  players.  Thirty-eight 
men  still  remain  on  the  squad,  which 
started  with  more  than  eighty. 

Light  Line 

The  starting  lineup  of  the  Cougar 
Kittens  will  be  only  moderately  heavy, 
the  line  averaging  175  pounds  per  man, 
and  the  backfield  having  an  average 
10  pounds  less.  The  weights  of  the 
rest  of  the  squad  are  similar  to  the 
starters,  but  will  fall  somewhat  lower. 
The  Utah  team,  lighter  this  year  than 
uual,  is  expected  to  be  about  on  a par 
with  these  weights.

FRESHMEN  WIN

CINDER  MEET 


Three  freshmen  won  the  annual  fall 
non-lettermen’s  track  and  field  meet, 
held  last  Thursday  and  Friday  in  the 
Y stadium  for  their  class. 

The  freshmen  scored  71  points,  as 
compared  to  37  for  the  juniors,  who 
finished  second.  The  seniors  amassed 
9 counters  and  the  sophomores  were 
•last,  with  8.  In  the  social  unit  com- 
petition, the  Brigadiers  were  first, 
with  30  points,  the  Mates  second,  with 
14,  and  the  Va!  Hyrics  third,  with  10 
counters.  No  other  social  units  were 
entered  in  the  competition. 

Harris  Walker  won  the  social  unit 
meet  for  the  Brigadiers,  and  was 
largely  instrumental  in  the  junior  class 
second  place  position.  Walker  par- 
ticipated in  seven  events.  The  meet, 
in  which  comparatively  few  men  took 
part,  brought  out  some  classy  runners 
in  Jerome  Platt  of  Canada,-  Mennell 
Taylor  of  Mexico  and  Max  Andrews 
of  Lincoln  high.  These  men  are  all 
freshmen,  and  participated  in  practical- 
ly every  running  event  from  the  spe- 
cial 60-yard  dash  to  the  mile  run.  They 
won  the  meet  for  the  freshmen  class 
by  their  efforts.

Lee  Gourley,  George’s  brother,  took 
the  pole  vault  easily  at  II  feet  6 inches, 
promising  some  stiff  competition  for 
his  elder  brother  and  other  Y pole 
vault  aspirants.
